After attending The Cleveland Institute of Art and Miami University, I 
became a full time studio potter. My pottery is white earthenware that has 
been burnished and pit fired. Because the pieces are unglazed, and therefore 
somewhat porous, they cannot be used as containers for food or liquid. The 
surface variations are the result of slips, stains, terra sigillata, incising 
resists, and paint. To achieve maximum control during the pit firing each 
pot is fired individually, sometimes several times.
